Mrs.  B.T.  McClellan  and  young  people 
from  Panama  City,  Florida,  made  history  at 
Arthur  G.  Dozier  School  for  Boys  last  Christ- 
mas by  providing  gifts  for  every  student  on 
our  campus. 

Never  before  had  this  institution  seen  the 
needs  of  its  students  met  so  completely  by 
the  community  during  Christmas. 

Mrs.  McClellan  and  ten  young  people,  call- 
ing themselves,  “Jesus  People”,  began  coming 
to  this  campus  last  November  as  religious 
volunteers.  “Mom,”  as  her  group  of  young 
people  call  her,  reports  the  story. 

“.  . . . Several  boys  told  us  they  had  no 
parents  and  would  not  receive  Christmas 
gifts  from  home.  I discussed  this  with  my 
fellow  Christian  workers  and  we  prayed  about 
it.  We  felt  God  wanted  us  to  try  to  raise 
money  for  a small  gift  for  each  boy  at 
Dozier. 

With  only  three  weeks  to  make  plans  and 
carry  them  out,  we  felt  the  job  was  almost 
impossible,  but  we  learned  to  never  under- 
estimate the  power  of  God. 

We  prayed  often  and  worked  hard.  Our 
young  “Jesus  People”  begged  money  in  the 
shopping  centers  and  knocked  on  doors  (these 
workers  included  my  son  Butch,  Susan  Ake, 
Debie  and  Dori  Jones,  Tony  Moore,  Dave 
Peach,  and  Ed  Frantz,  among  others). 

We  advertised  our  needs  over  radio  and 
television  stations. 

The  Rutherford  High  School  and  student 
body,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Nancy 
Rigell,  teacher,  worked  very  hard  to  account 
for  a great  number  of  gifts. 

Many  churches  made  contributions  of  cash, 
gifts  and  baked  goods.  Some  of  these  were 
Trinity  United  Methodist,  Springfield  and  St. 
Andrew  Methodist,  Assembly  of  God  Church- 
es, First  Assembly  of  God,  First  Baptist  in 


Parker,  Sunday  School  classes  and  individuals 
also  contributed. 

Mrs.  H.G.  Nixon,  Cindy  Starke,  Mary  David 
and  Jimmy  Fleeman  also  worked  hard  on  the 
gift  and  wrapping  committees.  Mrs  Karen 
Frantz  made  a lovely  ceramic  nativity  set  to 
decorate  the  chapel  for  Christmas. 

The  Dozier  Christmas  Fund  was  a success 
due  to  a few  people  having  a lot  of  faith  in 
God.” 

Staff  and  students  rejoiced  with  “Mom” 
McClellan  when  she  announced,  “Christmas 
is  not  over,  it  is  just  beginning,  let  us  replace 
all  the  old  things  that  have  troubled  us  for  so 
long  with  the  love,  peace  and  beauty  of 
Christ.”

The  Arthur  G.  Dozier  School  tor  Boys 
has  recently  received  notification  that  its 
Master  Plan  for  Inservice  Training  of  academ- 
ic staff  has  been  approved  by  the  Florida 
Department  of  Education.  The  purpose  of 
the  plan  was  to  initiate  a planned  inservice 
training  program  that  is  not  only  systematic 
in  nature  but  is  geared  to  the  needs  of  our 
school  staff.  Components  of  the  plan  will 
not  only  enable  our  staff  to  renew  their 
Florida  Teacher’s  Certificates,  but  will  also 
enable  the  staff  to  develop  much  needed 
skills  in  serving  our  special  student  population  . 

Training  activities  center  around  the  felt 
needs  of  the  Dozier  staff  as  they  attempt  to 
become  an  accredited  school.  Activities 
have  already  been  established  that  have  ac- 
quainted the  staff  with  a thorough  under- 
standing of  accreditation,  its  purposes,  the 
various  responsibilities  and  the  benefits.  Train- 
ing and  consultative  assistance  have  been 
provided  for  developing  the  educational  pro- 
gram in  accordance  with  guidelines  and  re- 
quirements set  forth  by  the  Florida  Depart- 
ment of  Education. 

The  approved  plan  also  includes  two  major 
workshops.  In  late  March  there  is  scheduled 
a three-day  workshop  to  enable  all  school 
personnel  to  develop  techniques  in  behavior 
modification.  A second  workshop  is  patterned 
after  the  Instructional  Developnient  Institute 
and  will  develop  skills  in  using  a ‘‘systems” 
approach  to  problem  solving.  Ancillary  to 
this  main  objective  is  the  objective  of  sensi- 
tizing individuals  so  that  communications 
channels  will  be  opened. 

Although  the  approved  Master  Plan  is  the 
result  of  many  hours  of  planning,  the  staff

dents will  reap  the  greatest  benefit.

Then  their  father 
suggested  a plan  that  was  more  interesting, 
more  fun,  and  if  the  plan  worked,  there 
would  also  be  mystery.  The  plan  did  work, 
Billie  and  Sally  were  amazed  and  happy, 
and  Butch  was  too,  and  then  they  were 
friends.

is  going  to  be  an  attempt  to  extend  the 
program  as  soon  as  some  more  funds, 
materials,  and  volunteers  are  provided. 
After  gaining  a better  understanding  of  the 
general  attitude  of  the  volunteers,  I was 
very  impressed  with  some  of  the  ideas 
they  have  put  together.  It  seems  that 
they  lean  away  from  any  therapy  -type 
relationships  - instead,  they  try  to  develop 
friend-to-friend,  or  person-to-person  re- 
lationships. 

I think  that  many  students  misunderstand 
the  actual  purpose  of  the  F.  S.  U.  program 
as  a whole.  It  should  be  obvious  that  there 
is  something  good  behind  the  purpose  of 
those  college  students  who  drive  here  to 
rap  with  us  in  what  little  spare  time  they 
must  have.  If  you  think  about  it,  these 
people  must  have  something  going  for 
them  that  most  of  us  are  lacking,  yet 
there  is  not  that  much  difference  between 
us  - we  have  just  made  some  mistakes 
and  it  is  closer  to  reality  than  you  think 
that  it  is  possible  to  learn  something 
from  these  people. 

I,  for  one,  was  so  impressed  with  the 
opportunities  ai  F.  S.  U.,  and  while 
analyzing  the  volunteer  program  object- 
ively, may  someday  be  attending  the 
university  and  participating  in  the  program 
myself  ...  think  about  it  ... 


''Aren't  we  doing  infinite  harm  to  children  by 
our  insistency  that  they  be  something  they 
cannot  be,  and  then  making  them  feel  like 
failures  because  they  have  not  achieved  what 
they  cannot  achieve?  Wouldn't  it  be  better  if 
we  found  out  what  they  can  be,  and  then  set 
about  changing  our  schools  so  that  we  can 
help  them,  not  to  become  a duck  running  a 
race  with  a rabbit,  but  to  become  the  best 
selves  they  are  capable  of  becoming?"

Visiting  Committee  Reports  to  Staff 


In  corijc^nction  with  the  other  Division  of 
Youth  Services  facilities,  the  Dozier  School 
was  recently  visited  by  a select  group  of 
visiting  educators  from  the  Florida  State 
University,  the  Florida  Department  of  Ed- 
ucation and  by  selected  staff  members  from 
the  other  training  schools  in  Florida.  The 
purpose  of  the  Visiting  Committee  was  to 
conduct  an  on-site  evaluation  of  our  program 
and  to  provide  further  help  by  which  we  can 
continue  to  develop  quality  programs  for  our 
students.  As  part  of  their  process,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  studied  a Self  Study 
which  was  prepared  by  the  staff  of  the  Dozier 
School,  conferred  with  members  of  the  ad- 
ministrative and  supervisory  staff,  faculty 
members,  group  leaders  in  the  Group  Treat- 
ment program,  cottage  parents,  and  some  of 
the  students,  inspected  facilities,  records,  and 
instructional  material  and  observed  the  pro- 
gram in  operation  in  the  learning  centers,  in 
guided  group  interactions  sessions  and  other 
program  components. 

In  his  Composite  Progress  Report  to  the 
Division  of  Youth  Services,  Dr.  Herman  Frick, 
Professor  of  Educational  Administration  at 
the  Florida  State  University  and  Coordinator 
of  the  Visiting  Committees  at  all  the  training 
schools,  reported  that  the  “progress  which  has 
been  made  in  transforming  the  schools  from 
essentially  custodial  punitive  institutions  to 
centers  for  the  rehabilitation  (habilitation)  of 
delinquent  youth  is  truly  remarkable.”  He 
further  stated  that  the  “new  directions  estab- 
lished, and  progress  made  in  these  directions 
in  the  educational  programs  of  the  schools 
for  delinquent  youth  operated  by  the  Division 
of  Youth  Services,  are,  indeed  encouraging.” 
The  major  recommendation  for  improvement 
at  the  Dozier  School  as  well  as  in  the  other 
training  schools  is  that  the  staffs  of  the 
various  components  of  the  total  program 


“re-study  in  depth  the  habilitation-rehabili- 
tation  through  treatment  and  education,  and 
its  implications  for  program  design,  develop- 
ment and  implementation.” 

In  short,  consistent  with  the  philosophy  of 
the  total  institution,  the  goals  and  activities  of 
each  of  the  various  program  components 
must  be  extensions  of  and  complimentary  to 
the  goals  and  activities  of  the  total  treatment 
program.

Student  Gives  Drug  Presentation

Mrs.  Calloway  spoke  first  on  the  medical 
names  and  uses  of  drugs.  She  explained  some 
of  the  effects  of  different  drugs  on  the  body 
and  mind  of  the  user.  She  also  explained  the 
medical  procedure  for  treating  flashbacks  and 
withdrawal. 

I then  spoke  about  my  experiences  with 
drugs.  I was  asked  to  explain  the  mental 
and  physical  damages,  if  any,  I had  noticed 
in  myself.  I also  explained  group  and  psycho- 
therapy as  being  the  best  proven  way  to 
help  a drug  user  solve  his  problem. 

Mr.  Sonny  Dean  then  talked  about  the  legal 
aspects  of  drug  use  and  abuse.  He  told  the 
nurses  the  most  common  types  of  drugs 
confiscated  and  the  penalty  associated  with 
them.  Mr.  Dean  also  showed  the  group  some 
samples  of  drugs  and  told  how  each  was 
used  or  abused . He  showed  a new 
testing  kit  in  which  a suspected  drug  is 
placed  in  a plastic  bag  with  a vial  of  clear 
liquid.  When  the  vial  is  broken  the  liquid  will 
turn  a certain  color  according  to  the  type  of 
drug. 

Not  only  was  this  an  educational  experience 
for  the  nurses  in  attendance,  but  I thoroughly 
enjoyed  my  interaction  with  many  of  the 
community  resources  available  in  the  fight' 
against  drug  abuse. 
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Custodial  Servkes  Program  Brick  and  Block  Program 


liT  an  effort  to  offer  a mudi  more  expanded 
vocational  training  program,  the  Custodial 
Services  program  has  recently  been  developed 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Lynward  Pittman. 
The  students  are  now  developing  skills  in 
providing  complete  custodial  and  mainte- 
nance  services  to  commercial  establishments. 
The  students  are  learning  to  strip,  scrub,  seal, 
and  wax  all  types  of  floors.  They  are  also 
learning  to  care  for  carpeting,  upholstered 
furniture  and  the  interior  of  cars. 

The  program  started  with  equipment  col- 
lected from  that  already  on  campus.  How- 
ever, during  the  past  month  new  and  up- 
dated equipment  has  been  purchased  which 
enables  one  student  to  do  the  work  that 
was  previously  done  by  three  students. 

Not  only  are  our  students  in  this  program 
developing  employable  skills  in  a quickly 
expanding  service  area,  they  are  also  deriv- 
ing immediate  rewards  for  a job  well  done. 


One  of  nine  vocational  training  programs 
currently  available  to  students  at  the  Dozier 
School  For  Boys  is  the  Brick  and  Block 
program  sponsored  by  Chipola  Junior 
College.  This  program  is  designed  to  develop 
entry  level  skills  at  the  apprenticeship  level. 
These  skills  include  mixing  mortar,  laying 
blocks,  making  different  joints,  and  finishing. 
This  class  has  gained  many  hours  of  practical 
experience  by  building  storage  sheds  on  cam-' 
pus  and  by  assisting  in  the  building  of  our 
new  Outdoor  Education  facility.

Text:  John  8:7  “...He  that  is  without  sin 
among  you,  let  him  be  the  first  one  to  cast 
a stone...” 

TITLE:  “Here  Come  The  Judges” 

It  seems  as  though  too  many  of  us  today  are 
more  interested  in  judging  others  rather  than 
recognizing  our  own  short  comings.  The 
National  Press  and  news  media,  television 
programs,  books,  individuals  and  groups  are 
all  concentrating  on  one  large  “scene.”  That 
“scene”  is  the  environment  of  judgment. 
How  good  it  must  feel  to  judge  others  in- 
stead of  examining  one’s  self.  While  we  are 
acting  like  “judge”  toward  our  brother  we  are 
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not  realizing  our  own  sin  and  we  are  cer- 
tainly not  confessing  our  sin  to  God. 

We  are  especially  tempted  to  act  as  “judge” 
over  our  brother  when  we  wish  to  help  our 
brother.  But  our  brother  immediately  senses 
that  only  the  righteous  are  without  sin  and 
that  there  is  no  one  who  is  righteous.  There- 
fore we  have  all  sinned  and  come  short  of 
the  glory  of  God.  Our  brother  also  knows 
that  God  has  told  us  to  not  judge  our  brother. 
We  do  know  that  the  best  v/ay  to  help  our 
brother  is  to  help  him  to  know  himself  and 
the  moment  we  begin  to  judge  him  we  force 
him  to  be  defensive  and  to  attempt  to 
justify  himself  rather  than  “opening-up”  be- 
cause he  realizes  that  he  is  in  the  presence  of 
friends.  Some  of  the  most  productive  groups 
in  our  houses  realize  this  and  many  of  our  stu- 
dents are  being  helped  to  know  and  under- 
stand themselves  because  their  fellow  students 
are  sharing  rather  than  judging. 

We  are  also  tempted  to  judge  others  as  a way 
of  avoiding  the  process  of  learning  about  our- 
selves. Understanding  ourselves  is  not  an  easy 
thing  for  us  to  do  and  it  is  much  easier  to 
avoid  this  hard  task  by  judging  others  in- 
stead of  looking  at  our  own  selves. 

Judging  serves  only  to  divide  and  destroy. 
Maybe  this  is  the  reason  that  Jesus  said 
“do  not  judge.”  Jesus  said  that  He  is  our 
“friend”  and  that  if  we  confess  our  faults 
before  Him  that  He  would  tell  God  that 
our  sins  have  been  forgiven. 

So,  let  us  put  away  from  us  any  idea  that  we 
are  more  righteous  than  anyone.  Jesus 
said  that  “there  is  not  one  who  is  good” 
and  He  was  saying  that  we  all  are  guilty  of 
sin  and  no  one  must  set  himself  up  as 
“judge”  in  the  effort  to  help  others.  In- 
stead, an  atmosphere  of  sharing  our  self 

understanding,  our  humility,  our  peace,  will 
help  others  to  know  that  we  accept  them  as 
brothers  whom  God  has  made.

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DOZIER  SCHOOL  ACCREDITED 


In  a letter  dated  July  5,  1973  from  Harold 
H.  Blanton,  Administrator,  School  Accredita- 
tion for  the  Florida  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, Mr.  O.J.  Keller,  Director,  Division  of 
Youth  Services,  has  been  informed  that  the 
Accreditation  Classification  for  the  Dozier 
School  for  Boys  is  “Approved”  for  the  1973 
and  74  school  year. 

For  the  past  year  the  school  faculty  and 
administration  at  the  Dozier  School  have 
been  engaged  in  the  process  of  seeking  to  be- 
come the  first  of  Florida’s  training  schools  to 
become  accredited  by  the  Florida  Department 
of  Education.  The  Dozier  school  has  been 
classified  an  exceptional  child  school,  and 
evaluated  against  the  process  and  product 
standards  developed  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education. 

According  to  Mr.  Lenox  Williams,  Dozier 
School  Superintendent,  the  status  of  accre- 
ditation has  multiple  benefits.  “Not  only 
will  it  improve  our  public  relations  and  coor- 
dination with  other  educational  agencies, 
especially  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
but  through  the  rigorous  program  analysis 
made  necessary  by  this  process  we  can  more 
clearly  identify  our  weaknesses  and  possible 
solutions  to  our  problems.”  Mr.  Williams 

further  states  that  the  Dozier  School  now  has 
a more  thorough  analysis  of  its  student 
assessment  procedures,  its  cost-effectiveness, 
and  its  program  effectiveness.

The  group  decided  to  give  the  meeting 
to  a member  recently  committed  for  using 
drugs.  Somehow  the  discussion  has  moved 
from  the  student’s  problem  to  a heated 
discussion  with  the  group  leader  comparing 
drugs  with  alcohol  and  the  “unfair  incon- 
sistencies” youth  are  facing. 

Fortunately  this  is  not  a real  group  meeting. 
The  students  have  been  coached  in  “reverse 
technique”  and  are  trying  to  trip  up  a new 
group  leader  taking  part  in  an  in-service 
training  session.  During  the  week  long  train- 
ing session,  staff  participants  will  study  the 
philosophy,  history  and  application  of  Guided 
Group  Interaction.  They  will  practice  with 
mock  groups  like  the  one  above  and  critique 
themselves  as  they  watch  their  performance 
on  video  tape.  All  group  leaders  will  be 
attending  training  sessions  in  order  to  review 
the  basic  tenents,  sharpen  their  group  leader 
skills  and  improve  their  techniques. 

Similar  training  experiences  are  also  in 
store  for  the  houseleaders,  teachers,  food 
service  staff,  maintenance  staff,  secretaries  etc. 
While  the  training  sessions  deal  with  different 
skills  and  different  roles  within  the  school, 
each  session  focuses  on  improving  the  staffs 
ability  to  aid  students.

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New  Warehouse  Now 
Under  Construction 

Construction  is  underway  on  a new  ware- 
house for  Dozier.  The  new  facility  will  be 
located  across  the  street  and  to  the  rear  of  the 
dining  hall.  The  contractor  for  the  project  is 
Don  Lewis  Construction  of  Dothan,  Alabama. 
Lewis  was  awarded  the  contract  on  a low  bid 
of  $114,533.00. 

The  new  warehouse  will  have  9,120  square 
feet  and  is  of  concrete  block,  brick  and  steel 
construction,  with  refrigeration  storage  faci- 
lities. 

Completion  date  has  been  set  for  Nov.  29, 
1973.  Upon  completion  the  new  facility  will 
house  the  approximately  $100,000.00  ex- 
pense inventory  and  some  $30,000.00  worth 
of  food  products. 


The  new  warehouse  will  be  a welcome  addi- 
tion to  the  Dozier  facilities  and  will  replace 
a structure  built  in  1914.

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DOZIER  IMPLEMENTS 

On  June  30,  1973,  our  affiliation  with  the 
Chipola  Junior  College  to  provide  certain 
vocational  training  programs  for  the  Dozier 
students  was  cancelled.  The  major  problem 
with  this  affiliation  was  that  the  Dozier 
students  were  separated  from  the  Dozier 
treatment  program  while  they  were  attending 
the  Chipola  Junior  College  programs. 

Acting  upon  the  recommendations  ot  pasi 
visiting  committees,  the  Dozier  School  began 
implementing  its  own  vocational  programs. 
Plans  call  for  vocational  courses  in  the  follow- 
ing program  areas:  graphic  arts,  custodial 
services,  small  gas  engines,  upholstery  and 
auto  trim,  service  station  attendant,  auto 
body  and  fender  repair  and  building  trades. 

On  October  1,  1973,  the  Dozier  school  will 
submit  three  vocational  projects  to  the  Vo- 
cational, Technical  and  Adult  Division  of  the 
Florida  Department  of  Education  to  assist  m 
funding  the  small  gas  engines  program,  the 
upholstery  program  and  the  service  station 
attendant  program.  The  small  gas  engines 
program  is  currently  operating  on  a limited 
basis  in  anticipation  of  the  VTAD  funding. 
The  upholstery  program  is  planned  to  begin 
on  November  1973,  with  the  service  station 
attendant  program  to  follow  as  soon  as  an 
instructor  is  employed. 

With  the  implementation  of  these  three 
new  programs,  the  Dozier  school  will  have 
five  vocational  training  programs  on  campus 
in  addition  to  its  Diviserfied  Cooperative 
Training  and  Work  Experience  programs.
